'PON the Prodaimiog the Peace, about a Week

He is now very 
meager, and complains of great Pains about his Chetl 
and Back Part anfwerable to it. I beg your Opinion 
herein: I havejufl: now communicated it to our Phy- 
ficians, and humbly crave your Pardon for the Trouble, 
f^id. Tah. Fig. i. which has a great many more 
Fibrils toward the latter End than I expreft, and feems

THefe are figured in the remoter and deeper Bran- 
ches of the Afpera Arteria .• and therefore (b dif- 
ficult to get up. They are nothing elfe but the vifcous 
Excretions of thefmall Glands hard baked in thofe Molds, 
whole Form they Receive ; and may, if we ftrain a 
Metaphor, be called Polypuses of the Lungs. 
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
